REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


'  jTo  the  citizens  of  the  Town  School  District  in  the  Town 
of  Madison:- 

VVe  herewith  submit  our  annual  report  of  our  school  affairs 
for  the  year  ending  Feb'y  15,  1898. 

It  is  with  pleasur*^  at  the  beginning  of  our  report  that  in 
looking  back  a  fe\^  years  we  can  see  that  our  schools  have 
b  i  -iii  increasing  in  value  as  well  as  in  length.  The  Town  has 
been  very  blberal  in  appropriating  money  for  school  purposes 
and  we  take  great  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  the  benefit 
the  children  have  received  therefrom  will  more  than  compen- 
sate for  the  money  raised,  We  hope  and  trust  that  the  people 
will  continue  to  maintain  the  intrest  they  have  so  recently  ta- 
ken in  educational  matters,  and  always  be  ready  to  respond  to 
the  needs  of  their  children. 

Daring  the  past  year  our  schools  have  been  very  prosperous 
and  the  children  made  great*  and  thorough  advancement. 
We  believe  the  District  to  have  been  very  fortunate  in  our 
selection  of  teachers  ,  as  each  seemed  well  adapted  and  amply 
qualfied  to  fill  the  position  for  them.  They  were,  on  the 
whole,  good  disciplinarians,  as  well  as  first  class  instructors. 
Each  kept  their  ]1upils  interested  in  their  work,  which  is 
shown  by  the  very  regular  attendance  of  the  pupils  through- 
out the  town,  except  at  Madison  Corner  Division,  where 
the  common  sense  tv]  e,  and  governed  by  parents  of  whom 
they  inherited  bh  ^ir  nol^lo  n;iture,were  very  regular  in  their 
atlendanee  an<l  made  wonderful  ])rogaess,  while  there  was 
a  n.imber  whose  attendance  was  very  irregular,  wlio  wiM-e 
7ii()re  satisfied  witli  idleness  and  loafing  about  tiu^  stores,  or 
ta/rtliiig  in  tho  streets.  Itthis  yenr  was  the  first  time  ibis  con- 
dition oF  things  hail  been  the  n^sull  wo  might  well  look  for  tlie 
fault  in  the  teachers.-  "bnt  as  it  has  beiMi  tin*  usml 
r(3sult  ft)r  the  pa-^i   ten  years  espcn-ialy  when  the  teachers 
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governed  instead  of  being  gavei'Lied  \v  ;  looI  warranted  hi  at- 
tributing the  fanltto  be  in  the  parentis  inanner  ot*  bringnig  up 
their  children  and  to  the  mistake  ttiey  ajake  "iii  ^vi-]  atjjik]ii,L;-, 
with  them  in  their  petty  silly  and  whiukvical  ('uUipiaiiii:  \i  cy 
make  o£  their  teachers  and  the  abi;>e  ukv  suffer  fioUi  li  en.. 
I£  the  parents  would  keep  the  interest  of  tiieir  cliiiJit  ii  \n 
view  and  take  less  notice  o£  their  nonsensical  (MiiL]  ia,rr,.v 
would  be  much  more  to  their  credit  iu>^  web  a.-,  iv>  ll:  -3  ch;id- 
rens'  benefit. 

Our  school  buildings  on  the  wlioie  aie  in  a  fairly  good 
condition  and  respectable.  But  the  building  at  ihe  Hoston 
and  Maine  quarry  should  be  finished  off  and  furnished  uibide 
as  there  is  no  doubt  the  settlement  there  wiii  always  be  per- 
mament.  Such  being  the  state  of  things,  the  children  in  tins 
.section  are  not  receiving  the  advantages  they  should  receive. 
The  building  at  the  Nickerson  divison  also  needs  little  repair 
and  needs  painting  as  does  all  the  rest  VVhTle  we  do  not 
perhaps  advise  the  repairing  and  painting  of  all  thib  year  we 
do  think  it  economy  for  the  iJistrict  that  enough  be  done  each 
year  to  keej)  them  from  ruin.  Pleasant  school  rooms  and  one's 
surroundings  adds  much  to  the  facility  with  w^iich  the 
mind  can  grasp  the  many  truths  which  make  up  what  we 
call  a  liberal  education.
